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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to After Final Amendment 

This Office Action is responding to applicant's After Final amendment filed on 
6/14/201 1. Independent claims 2, 24, and 27 have been amended. Specifically, these 
independent claims now include a step of providing a fluid source. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant remarked that Aboul-Hosn reference, applied in the previous Office Action, 
does not disclose fluid delivery conduit (30) capable of being communication with a fluid source 
(saline), in particularly, since saline is supplied only during preliminary preparation. Therefore, 
the Aboul-Hosn reference has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 and 20-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of record when 
applied alone or in combination neither renders obvious a method of providing left side cardiac 
support comprising introducing a fluid delivery conduit into the left atrium, the fluid delivery 
conduit being in communication with an fluid source, the fluid delivery conduit including an 
opening and a hemostatic seal sealing the opening, and introducing an intake cannula through the 
hemostatic seal and opening of the fluid delivery conduit and into the left ventricle, the intake 
cannula being coupled to a blood pump.
